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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

Group I, claim(s) 1-9, in part, drawn to an IL-18-binding protein comprising sequence in SEQ ID 
NO: 1, and a DNA encoding the protein, and having SEQ ID NO:32. 

Group II, claim(s) 1-9, in part, drawn to an IL-18-binding protein comprising sequence in SEQ 
ID N0:2, and a DNA encoding the protein, and having SEQ ID NO:33. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The DNAs and proteins of each invention are unrelated, each to each other, as they are 
structurally distinct chemical entities. Therefore, they do not share a special technical feature 
within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2 and thus do not relate to a single invention concept within 
the meaning of PCT Rule 13.1.
